sel was coal laden, and when within 150 
miles of Cape Horn the cargo was dis— 
covered in flames: “Seeing we could do 
nothing to fight the fire, I resolved to 
run fur smooth water anchorage, 80 
squared away for False Cape Horn, 
which we rounded next day, and came 
to anchor in a snug little bay, completcly 
land-locked, We anchored in six 
fathoms, a stiff sandy bottom. The 
smoke by this’ time was coming vut 
stron from under the caps of 
the force and main masts. From 
the time we kept away, 
the cabin could not be entered for smoke. 
After “gooey Bone ship safely anchored I 
had a)l the boats put into the water and 
hung astern, in case the ship should 
blow up or burst in flames, and immedi- 
ately setevery oneto draw water, and 
with a head pumpkeep the decks tull. 
The scupper holes were all plugged and 
water-tight. I also had the carpenter 
cutting holesin the deck in order to 
sluice the coals. At Sp. m. ths eailors 
refused to work. I hadthem all aft to 
reason with them, and asked each man 
individually the reagon for refusing. 
They all had the same complaint—wan- 
ted rest. offered them watch 
and wateh, but they refused 
that also; so the two. mates, 
steward, carpenter, the two small boys, 


a stowaway and myself kept the decks 


flooded till 5a m., when, summoned 
by the mate, they all turned to. All 
kept at work until Ga. m, on the 15th, 
when, finding the smoke had left the 
after hatch, ] set a gang to lighten ship 
out of the after hatch in order to more 
effectually flood the fore part of the 
deck. I had then six feet of water in 
the hold, and the coa's io the after 
hateh quite cool. At4p. m. I had to 
batten the hatch down again, and con: 
sluiciog down through the 
decks until 8 a. m. om the 16th, 
when we had eight feet ten inches 
i the well, ship two- feet by 
the head anddoewn in the water, with 
hawse pipes awash, forward scuppers 
under, the fire apparently increasing,and 
every One getting worn with fatigue and 
exposure, the weather atthe time very 
boisterous, with continued wet, snow or 
hail. I now deemed it advisabie for the 
salvation of the thip to lay her around 
and scuttle her. Accordingly, we picked 
upt.z -ctarboard anchor, slipped and 
cable at sixty

pground at the of the bay. abreast 
stream, on aspot I had previously 
camfully examined witb tbe lead and 
found to bea fine sandy botiom. On 
taking ground we proceeded to ‘et the 
water in by opening the sidelights in the 
forecastle. he tide soon falling, she 
only got filled up to thirteen feet in the 
well, and we had to keep the decks 
flooded all night with the main pumps. 
The smoke issued so strong from the 
holes in the deck that the 
men had with difficulty stuck to the 
pumps. Aéa.m. onthe 17th the tide 
rose, filled the ship, and effectually put 
the fire out. Assoon asthe tide would 
allow, we set the pumps on to clear the 
ship of water. ‘lhe weather taking up 
fine, she floated, and got hove off by the 
tow line and fifteen fathoms cable slack- 
ed on to the outlying sli cable. We 
thus got off, and m in safety in our 
former position. Our stock of bread, 
weighing 460 pounds, was saved, and a 
barrel of flour. Everything else perish- 
able in the lazarette and store rooms 
was spoiled. Since leaving the bay the 
ship has made no water, and is appa- 
rently no worse from being on the 
nd; “and “we bave had’ some hard 
weather tocontend with. Qn October 
26 the American sailing schooner Golden 
West, anchored, hauled in to see if we 
wanted assistance; off New London 
in passing the bay, saw us and 
finding none was required, she 
proceeded, bound from Orange bay t» 


the Diego-Kamirez, after seals. The}. 


captain told me that he was well ac- 
quainted with the neighborhood, but 
was never in this bay before, and was 
surprisedto find it sucha snug place 
The name cf the bay I do not Know, as 
I have no chart with it on. Itis inside 
asmallisjand, about two milesto the 
northwestward of Point Lert, and there 
is only room for two or three vessels. 
Anchorage six fathoms, sandy bottom, 
good holding ground, and no dangers. 
It. is sheltered from all winds, and fresh 
water and wood for firing are plent‘ful.
